lege at Stetson University. | 

A Naval officer in World War. I, 
Owens became deputy tax assessor 
jn 1916, being elected to the office 
for the first time in 1924.

He served as a-Palm Beach coun- 
cilman from 1921 to 1935 and fol- 
lowed that span of years by serv- 
ing as the Mayor of Palm Beach 
for 18 years. He retired his mayor’s 
jcb in 1953.

to Put Corn on the Market Today. 


Despite the fect that Jupiter 
Piuvius has been getting in his 
licks in this area since July 17th, 
sweet corn went on the market on 
Monday, October 5th and brought 
the record price of $4.00 per crate. 
The corn was grown by Alec Ra- 
mey:on his farm on Conners High- 
way east of Canal Point. The $4.00 
price isn’t the highest that corn 


has sold for in these parts, but 


growers say that it is a 
price for October 5th corn. 
Other growers, including Walter 
G. Hull of Pahokee, were expected 
to be putting ‘sweet corn on the 
raarket today. With the influx of 
thousands of crates of corn within 
next.few days it goes without 
saymg that the price will plimmet 
downward. The first offering on 
Monday, one outstanding, grower 
said, went to buyers who were 
iu‘nishing stores in Florida only. 
None of the first day's offerings 
went beyond ‘the state line, he said. 
Fumps of the Central and South- 
ern Florida Flood Control District 
have played a big part in keeping 
the water at a low which was con- 
ducive to good farming during the 
early days of fall in the Lake 
Okeechobee Region.
